tion* from you, we have procured from Mr. My 
gatt, a well known architect of thi* city, tome 
new plan* for a County Jail and Jailor'* house- 
attached, with general estimate* of cost and 
specifications, which we herewith submit. 


But your Committee are not prepared to re- 


commend any particular lot or lot* a* a lite for 
•aid Jail, separate and apart from the Court 
House and other Public Buildings, and for the 
reasons : 


That your Committee doubt the propriety 


and policy of thu* *eparating said building«,and 
al«o, because, if said Jail is to be built and paid 
for by raising funds from County Bond* to be 
issued, your Committee think, that before such 
Bond* can be issued, the Board must frst de- 
i ignatt a tile for all the Co. Buildings, that is, 
for the Court House, Jail and Office*, uaually 
connected therewith. 


So far as our special instruction*, we might 


with propriety close this report here; but we 
cannot discharge our full duty, a* the Stand- 
ing Committee on Public Buildings, without 
urging the attention of the Board to the nece*- 
•ity, propriety and economy, even, of proceed- 
ing at once to the erection, not ouly of a Jail, 
but of the other County Buildings. 


Each and every one of the present Building* 


are too small and insufficent in every respect 
to accommodate the want* of the community.- 
The Court House, if u*ed much longer, will 
need a heavy expenditure for repairs. The 
Co. Jail is the most unhealthy, dangerous and 
ineconomical structure of the.kind in this State, 
and ha* twice been presented by the Grand Ju- 
ry as such and M a great public nuisance. 


It hit* heretofore been claimed by some that 


the people of this County were notable to meet 
the expense, consequent upon the erection of 
such buildincs as we actually needed. 


Now let us carefully examine thi* point, and 


see what it will cost, and whether it U not the 
better economy to ir^in the work now, than to 
delay. 


By an act of our Legislature, paused la.t win-
